Remarks 

3. The above changes were agreed upon to further clarify the claims. In particular, 
claims 1 and 21 (line 10) were changed to further clarify what is intended by the 
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recitation "cut position". The other changes in claim 21 were made to correct 
informalities. 

Additional Prior Art 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The newly-cited prior art disclose inventions which have features 
similar to the claimed invention. However, these inventions, each taken alone or in 
combination with the prior art of record, do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
invention. It is noted that Maltby discloses a shear with a linkage-type guide 
mechanism. However, Maltby does not teach or suggest the claimed subject matter for 
at least the following reasons. For example regarding claims 1 and 21, Maltby does not 
disclose a guide mechanism for moving a knife from at least two different starting 
positions to a common cut position. For example regarding claim 13, Maltby does not 
disclose a knife holder and links that form a collapsible parallelogram.
